Superintendent's  Report 

To  The  School  Board, 
Enfield  Town  District: 

For  ah  intelligent  understanding  of  the  education- 
al problems  that  are  confronting  us,  it  seems  necessary 
to  report  briefly  at  this  time  on  the  activities  of  our 
schools  since  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  Mt.  Calm,  Enfield 
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Center  and  Lockeliaven  schoolhouses  were  remodelled 
in  accordance  with  plans  outlined  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment,and  additional  room  was  secured  for  the  use  of  the 
Commerce  Classes  in  the  High  School  by  finishing  off 
the  spare  room  in  the  girls  basement  for  a  recitation 
room. 

The  results  in  the  High  School  building  at  Mt. 
Calm  and  Enfield  Center  are  very  satisfactory. 

At  Mt.  Calm  a  new  floor  was  laid  and  the  interior 
painted.  With  ordinary  care  no  additional  money  will 
need  to  be  raised  for  this  building  for  a  long  time.  Our 
work  this  summer  completes  the  improvements  begun 
there  sometime  ago. 

The  building  at  the  Center  because  of  its  architecture 
presented  very  serious  obstacles  to  a  constructive  pro- 
gram of  improvement  that  was  not  too  expensive. 
Finally  attached  toilets  were  built  on  the  rear  and 
chemical  tanks  were  installed.  The  lighting  still  is  far 
from  satisfactory,  but  with  care  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers, will  do  until  lessened  building  costs  allow  more 
reasonable  figures  for  the  necessary  changes.  The 
lighting  in  the  new  room  at  the  village  school  is  very 
good.  The  ventilation  is  not  so  good,  but  a  plan  is  un- 
der consideration  which  will  remedy  this  defect  with  no 
expense  aside  from  the  money  available  under  the  "five 
per  cent  repair  money. 

No  repairs  were  contemplated  at  Lockehaven 
when  the  repairs  appropriation  was  asked  for  last 
March.  Consequently  the  repairs  here  caused  a  de- 
ficit in  the  repairs  account.  The  results  attained,  too, 
are  far  from  satisfactory.  If  this  house  is  to  continue  in 
use  the  interior  should  be  painted    a    lighter   color  and 
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some  of  the  windows  moved.  Cutting  the  bushes  near 
the  building  would  help  the  lighting.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  shingle  the  building  if  it  was  to  continue  in  use. 
This  was  done. 

Both  the  heating  and  ventilation  at  the  village  schools 
are  very  unsatisfactory  and  seem  to  be  growing  worse. 
This  building  needs  the  services  of  a  skilled  janitor,  as 
conditions  there  now  are  both  uncomfortable  and  un- 
sanitary. An  education  that  does  not  teach  the  pupil 
proper  habits  of  cleanliness  of  body  and  mind  is  wasted 
effort.  It  is  beyond  my  comprehension  how  a  teacher 
can  hope  to  teach  cleanliness  in  a  dirty  school  room. 
Here  is  a  case  where,  "example  is  better  than  precept." 
We  have  received  several  sharp  criticism  from  the  state 
inspectors  for  the  physical  condition  of  this  building, 
and  for  the  children's  sake  the  faults  should  be  remed- 
ied. 

The  schoolhouse  at  East  Hill  will  need  new  floor 
timbers  very  soon  as  the  floor  is  sinking  and  the  door 
frames  are  already  much  warped. 

Teachers 

All  the  teachers  engaged  for  the  present  year  are 
college  or  normal  trained  or  have  experience  of  two  or 
more  years. 

Salaries  paid  teachers  for  the  year  ending  August 
31,  1920,  amounted  to  5^8,253.82.  Our  present  salary 
schedule  calls  for  $11,598  an  increase  of  $3,344.  Of  this 
increase  81,000  is  for  salaries  of  High  School  teachers 
and  $2344  for  salaries  of  elementary  school  teachers  or 
34  per  cent  and  43  per  cent  respectively.     From  present 
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indications  it  would  seem  that  the  peak  had  been 
reached  on  salaries  and  that  they  would  remain  at 
about  our  present  level  for  some  time.  The  present 
supply  of  teachers  is,  however,  not  equal  to  the  demand 
so  that  we  cannot  expect  to  lower  our  salaries  very  ma- 
terially without  lowering  our  standards  also. 

State  Aid 

I^ast  year  the  $5  tax  with  the  rebates  due  for  quali- 
fied teachers  provided  sufficient  revenue  to  maintain  36 
weeks  of  school  in  all  the  schools  except  Mont  Calm 
and  Lockehaven.  This  year  our  proposed  budget  called 
for  $3,599.16  state  aid.  The  State  Board  approved 
credits  for  the  sum  of  $2,293.19  of  this  sum  $1,223.01  is 
available  and  will  be  paid  over  to  the  district  before  the 
March  meeting.  The  balance,  $1,070.15,  is  contingent 
upon  a  special  appropriation  being  passed  by  the  Leg- 
islature to  cover  the  deficit  arising  under  the  present 
law. 

This  year  through  the  generosity  of  the  local  chap- 
ter of  the  Red  Cross,  a  school  nurse  was  employed  for  a 
month  and  physical  inspection  was  made  of  all  the 
children  in  school. 

The  results  show  a  very  high  percentage  of  defects 
and  the  District  ought  to  adopt  medical  inspection  to 
tabulate  and  follow  up  these  cases.  A  large  percentage 
of  the  children  are  handicapped  in  their  work  by  throat 
troubles,  defective  vision  and  hearing.  Under  the  pres- 
ent system  about  all  that  can  be  done  is  to  discover  the 
cases  and  report  to  the  parents.  They  are  very  often 
indifferent  or  fail  to  understand  their  necessity   for   cor- 
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Tective  measures  and  no  really  constructive  results   are 
'  attained. 

Up  to  the  present  year  no  attempt  had  been  made 
to  care  for  the  physical  welfare  of  the  children.  About 
the  first  of  February  all  the  elementary  pupils  in  the 
village  schools  were  organized  into  classes  and  are  now 
being  given  systematic  physical  drill  each  week  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Amsden.  Very  excellent  results 
are  anticipated. 

An  appropriation  will  be  needed  to  cover  the  deficit 
incurred  in  repairs  at  Lockehaven  -  and  I650  to  cover 
the  salary  of  the  teacher  there.  This  deficit  arises  from 
the  fact  that  she  was  engaged  after  the  budget  was 
made  out  and  so  the  salary  was  not  allowed  by  the 
State  Board.  There  should  be  another  small  one  for 
needed  repairs  on  East  Hill,  and  a  small  sum  should 
be  raised  for  grading  around  the  High  School  building 
so  that  the  water  will  drain  away  from  the  building 
instead  of  into  the  cellar.  It  would  doubtless  be  wise 
to  defer  the  District  Meeting  until  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Legislature  so  that  the  district  can  act 
in  an  intelligent  manner  on  any  amendments  to  the 
school  law  that  may  affect  the  finances  of  the  district. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  schools  have  improved  un- 
der the  present  law,  but  the  greatest  progress  will  be 
made  only  when  each  parent  feels  his  personal  respon- 
sibility for  the  schools  and  is  willing  to  give  of  his  own 
time  and  effort  to  improve  them.  Teachers,  super- 
intendent and  school  board  are  ineffective  without  such 
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support.     Therefore  visit  your  schools,  get   aGquaintedl 
with  them  and  then  criticize  them  constructively.
